Kansas City, Mo., Oct. 29.— Mrs. Em- 


ma Booth-Tucker, second daughter of 
General William Booth, head of 
the 


Salvation Army, was killed in a wreck 
on the main line of the Santa Fe, near 
Dean Lake at 9 o'clock last night. Her 
body was terribly crushed 
and she 


died an hour later. Fourteen other 
passengers were injured, three prob- 
ably fatally- 


With the wounded, Mrs. Booth-Tuck- 


er's body was taken to Marceline and 
shipped from that point to Chicago. 


The wreck was caused by a loose 


chain dragging from one of the tour- 
ist cars catching in a switch and 
breaking it. Two tourist sleepers, two 
standard sleepers and dining car were 
derailed and hurled against an im- 
mense steel water tank at the side of 
the tracks. 


The tourists were entirely demolish- 


ed, but the standards were not so bad- 
ly damaged. 


The work of rescue was immediately 


begun, one of the first victims to be 
extracted from the mass of bent and 
broken wood and ironwork being Mrs. 
Booth-Tucker. She was picked up m 
a dying condition and placed on one 
of the uninjured cars, but she died 
without regaining Consciousness.

Col. Holland is internally in- 
jured and is not expected to recover.

Tbe report begins with a review of 


the controversy ^hicJi arose over tbe 
dismissal and sub&uqueut reinstatement 
of Foreman Miller of tbe government 
printing office at tbe command of the 
president and all of tbe letters which 
the latter wrote to Secretary of Com- 
merce Cortelyou, m which he severely 
reflected upon tbe rules of tbe union. 


Taking up the questions raised by 


tba president's =tnctures, tbe letter 
proceeds: 


"Commencit*g,' tl'en, with that par* 


of our inquiry which concerns tbe re- 
lations no-,, obtaining between organ- 
ized labor and if^ 'dosed shop' policy 
oft one band anfl existing statute law 
and its 'open shop' policy on tbe other. 
wo desir-j to first point out to you that 
you were grosser and albeit uninten- 
tionally slaiidei-fliasly^ .irrelevant when 
in yonr above, quoted letter of July 13 
you placed in juxtaposition to one an- 
other and in apparent sequence of 
cause and effect-' your statement, per- 
fectly correct in itself, that Miller bad 
boon 'dismissed in violation of law' 
and your dictum, also perfectly correct 
in itsslf, tbat tb§t rules- of a labor un- 
ion ought not to be allowed --to override 
tbe laws of the United States. 


'•Tbe truth is that, far from ignoring 


tte statute law. we are in reality 
among its most intelligent students and 
critics. We believe tbat we very fully 
appreciate the exact nature and func- 
tion of statute law, and. while we 
frankly concede tbat tbe law as it now 
exists extends no countenance to the 
'closed shop.' v, e are very strongly in- 
clined to prophesy that the law as it 
shall exist in tbe not remote future 
will be found to have eloped with an 
element wlncb is at least more hand- 
some in its performance than is tbe 
element witb wbich the law at present 
is coquetting 


"While therefore we thus stand ac- 


quitted of anything but a patient obe- 
dience to lav,- as it now exists, we are 
equally cmpbatic in our insistence tbat 
there is no constitutional restriction 
that can bo placed upon our endeavor 
and our intention to so influence and 
persuade our fellow citizens tbat in 
tbe near future the then existing law 
shall as distinctly discountenance the 
'open shop' a? it now frankly protects 
it 


"As a matter of fact, tbe law already 


discriminates between free labor nml 
slave labor, between child labor and 


are adjudged inconsonant witb public 
policy would appear to be already 
quite firmly established, it .will cer- 
tainly be a very easily taken additional 
step to discriminate between labor 
which respects and promotes union 
and, harmony and which thereby works 
for tbe uplifting of workingmen and 
the raising of large and healthy and 
well educated families and labor which 
would dispel union and harmony and 
would thereby prolong tbe reign of 
ignorance and degradation and inter- 
pose a check to tbe increase of those 
happy and refined and well filled 
homes; of which you are yourself so 
able and so strenuous an advocate. 


"Tbere remains to be considered the 


question of tbe decency of tbe 'closed' 
shop—the question which was raised 
by yourself in your letter of July 14. 


"When tbe pinched faces and blight- 


ed souls of southern cotton mills "oper- 
atives sball have become a disgraceful 
memory instead of a gbastly fact; 
when tbe stunted bodies and starved 
minds if Pennsj-lvania breaker boys 
shall no longer cry to beaven for 
vengeance on Baer and bis god; when 
American manhood can no longer be 
insulted in tbe bull pens of Idaho, and 
wben American womanbood shall be 
held more sacred than rent, interest 
and profit, then perhaps we sball have 
a world wbose activities of production 
and distribution will be controlled by 
men who with decency can appeal to 
decency. 


"Xo wonder that this present day 


generation of vipers ceased their de- 
vouring of widows' bouses long enough 
to rush to-the front witb their con- 
gratulations when they found an hon- 
est and humane man- like yourself so 
uninformed as to be willing to raise the 
cry of decency in their stead. 


"Had they'come in their own person 


they would have been received with 
Homeric laughter by the American 
people. 


"With you, therefore, we are abun- 


dantly willing to go into discussion oJ 
this matter, and to point out to you 
that, although decency was banished 
from the world of commerce and manu- 
facture long ages before Miller and 
the coal strike commission were ever 
heard of, yet even in this despised and 
forsaken department of present day 
human conduct the 'closed shop' policy 
is so far from being a laggard or a 
culprit that as a matter of fact it is a 
very advanced pioneer of tbat better 
day when 'righteousness shall cover 
the earth even as the waters cover the 
sea.' 


"The adoption of tbe 'open shop' 


•would simply mean the dictating of 
ait industrial conditions by strike 
breakers."

Cincinnati, Oct. 26.—-A self-appoint- 


ed committee of leading citizens of this 
boss-ridden town, among others Jud- 
son Harmon, ex-attorney 
general of 


the United States; Harlan Cleveland, 
Elliot Pendleton,' son of the famous 
judge of that name, will tomorrow 
make a demand on the city board of 
elections that it take stes to prevent 
the casting of votes by thousands ot 
persons who have been illegally regis- 
tered in the past two weeks. In sup- 
port of their demand they will present 
the reports made by special detectives 
who have been employed for the past 
few days in ferreting out these float- 
ers. In three precincts in which in- 
vestigations were made the detectives 
found 68 men registered from houses 
at which they never lived and at which 
they are not known. 


A reporter on one of the leading lo- 


cal papers • which is contrilled by 
"Boss" Cox is authority for the state- 
ment that Cox promised Senator Han- 
na that he would roll up 35,000 major- 
ity for the Republican 
ticket 
from 


Hamilton county this fall. He is em- 
ploying desperate means to make good 
his word. 


The moral and political rottenness 


of the Cox regime is something appal- 
ling. It passes the belief of kiose .who 
have not made an investigation for 
themselves. 
The so-called good peo- 


ple of Cincinnati, those, who are con- 
tent to let Cox and his heelers do their 
thinking on matters political, do not 
believe half they hear about the cor- 
ruption that exists here. It is abso- 
lutely true that in Cincinnati the 
crooks are protected by the police and 
the courts and the honest are left to 
lare for themselves. 


Look at this picture: > Two of 
the 


members of Cincinnati's city council 
are "Bob" O'Brien and Mike Mullen, 
and the ttto are the chief cogs in, the 
Cox machine. O'Brien is the propri- 
etor of a saloon on Sixth street In 
the room above gambling .goes on day 
and night, openly and with the knowl- 
e^-ge and protection of the police. 
Mullen is the proprietor of the "Silver 
Mooa," down on Front street, which 
runs close to and parallel with the 
river. Even in day time it is unsafe 
for a stranger to walk along this 
street.

A justice of the 
peace outside the city^was finally 
found who was willing to issue the 
•warrants. But the gang was prepared 
for \haL The sheriff of Hamilton 
county would not receive the pris- 
oners. 


On election day last spring a citizen 


•was acting as challenger in a booth in 
"Mike Mullen's ward." A man sus- 
pected of being a "repeater" came in 
to vote and the citizen challenged him. 
With an oath the suspect pulled a 
knife and made a vicious lunge at the 
man who challenged him. The man's 
trouser's leg was slashed open from 
the waist band nearly to the knee. A 
policemen stepped np and arrested the 
man who had been assaulted, and the 
other walked away with his knife. 


Through 
the entire districts in 


which "floaters" are colonized the 
•word has been passed that "detectives 
from Cleveland are after the boys. 
Look out!" 
Hut in the few days be- 


fore the gang "got on" enough evi- 
dence was gathered to send fifty men 
to the penitentiary from any other 
city. These floaters have been voted 
at every election and the coming elec- 
tion will probably be no exception, lor 
they are "protected."

CHILD LABOR LAWS. 


Hew Yorlc lla» Taken Advanced 


Ground on Tlii* ^ ital duration. 
Three child labor laws of fur reaching 
mportance went into operation Oct. 1 
n New, York. They are measures! pre- 
>ared by the child labor committee and 
iasscd last winter by the legislature. 
A large share in the enforcement of 
he new laws devolves upon the health 
department of New York city. 
All 


employment certificates are issued to 
children by this department. The most 
mportant changes in the laws relate 
o the conditions under which these 
ire granted. 


Dr. Ernst J. Lcderle, commissioner 


if health, explained the new features 
as follows: 


"The new laws do not aCcct the age 


at which children m:iy begin to work. 
They merely require parents to supply 
sonic real evidence that the child has 
reached the 
required 
age—fourteen 


rears. A copy either of a birth or bap- 
isrual certificate or of some other re- 
igious record or of a passport must be 
filed when application is uiailo. Ilitlier- 
:o the parent's word under oath has 
been accepted regarding the' child's 
age, and the result has beeh merely 
to put a premium on perjury. This 
more rigid system is successfully used 
n Massachusetts and Connecticut nnd 
will undoubtedly serve its purpose here 
equally well. 


"Another important change in the 


law is its extension to cover telegraph 
message and delivery boys, together 
•with all children cinplryiirt in business 
offices, restaurants, hotels and apart- 
ment houses. The proprietors of these 
establishments must now require cer- 
tificates of all children they employ 
under the axe of sixteen, ant! i±ey 


must see to it that such children do 
not work longer than nine hours a 
day." 


According to the secretary of the 


child labor committee, Fred S. Hall, 
New York has now the best laws on 
this subject in the United States. 


John Williams, state factory inspect- 


or, questioned regarding the duties of 
the department of labor in enforcing 
the new laws, said: 


"Thirty thousand posters have been 


printed giving the revised law in full, 
and our inspectors will see that these 
are placed in every factory In the state. 
Inspectors will also call the attention 
of al! proprietors to the new clause 
which allows children fourteen and fif- 
teen years of age to be employed only 
nine hours a day. Nearly all factories 
where children are employed operate 
more than this each day, and it will 
therefore be necessary to adjust work 
in these establishments so that the 
children may come later or be dismiss- 
ed earlier or be given a longer noon re- 
cess. I regard the flat prohibition of 
overtime as the most important change 
which comes within our province to en- 
force. 


"In all of this, however, the depart- 


ment needs the hearty co-operation of 
the community. Our thirty-seven In- 
spectors --cannot- begin to; cover' the 
state with sufficient thoroughness to 
discover all violations, especially those 
relating to hours of workrand we there- 
fore welcome information from indi- 
viduals who know of cases where the 
law is not observed. 


"It would be well for the manufac- 


turers of ,lhc state to understand that 
it is our intention to enforce the amend- 
ed law vigorously. If after due notice 
they disregard its provisions we shall 
not be satisfied with the dismissal of 
the children illegally employed, but 
shall instruct our inspectors to prose- 
cute ail violations."'

miners and operators, have ptoblems

equipment—a problem that

teeomes most serious when least ex- 
pected. There is no doubt that the 
coal roads are now and lor a long time 
lave been straining every nerve 
to 


meet the demand ior transportation at 
the mines and the demand for coal in 
the market. 
Indeed, precautions 
to 


neet the demand have been taken for 
••ears past, and it is astonishing 
to 


earn on what an elaborate scale they 
:ave been iollowed. For instance— 
;aking such typical coal roads as the 
-locking Valley, the Ohio Central and

and 
Michigan—the 


iormer's equipment of coal cars has 
been increased nearly 6..000 cars since 
900 and the coal carrying capacity of 
the road has been actually more than 
doubled since 1899. while the two -oth- 
er roads mentioned have proportion 
ately increased their carrying capacity 
during the same period. What such 
an investment means can better be 
.maimed than described, especially 


•fcj-svhen one reflects that the demand for 
* I coal can never be accurately antici- 
•# ] patcd, any more than prosperity can 


be predicted 
with certainty. 
Coal 


mining and transportation depend, like 
everything else, on general conditions, 
and the carrying of a huge investment 
in transportation facilities is therefore 
at best a policy as doubtful as any 
other that looks to_the unknown future 
for its 
justification. 
Investigation 


shows that the three roads mentioned 
have about reached the limit in this 
regard. 


The coal car equipment of the Hock- 


ing Valley railroad alone now reaches 
the enormous aggregate of more than 
31,5000 cars, the Ohio Central nearly 
6,000 and the K. £ M. 3,000. The total 
is substantially 22,000 cars for 
the 


three roads. 


In the ordinary wear and tear of 


business 10 per cent, of locomotives 
and 5 per cent, of freight cars are al- 
ways' out of service. These percent- 
ages are subject to unlocked for in- 
creases at any time, due to such causes 
as low water, with its resultant effect 
on boilers, to extraordinary accidents 
and to other catises. Barring: accidents, 
a freight car must be rebuilt in from 
10 to 12 years and must frequently un-

Striken and lockout-* -it the minus in 


Cripple Creek and other gold uilaiay 
llstricts in Colorado have already re- 
duced the mineral production of 
state this year at iMst .V2.500.000, 
ft the pre.-spnt conditions obtain until 
the end of the year (lie production will 
fall more than $u,00<i,000 below normal. 


In consequence of the' strike 1,000 


members of the national guard have 
been doing police duty In Cripple 
Creek for four weeks, and as yet nei- 
ther the mine owners nor tho strikers 
chow auy evidence of weakening. The 
cost to the state of maintaining the 
military force in the field is estimated 
at 550,000 a month. 


Unsettled conditions in the mining' 


industry are due to failure of the leg- 
islature to enact an eight hour law 
applying to mines, mills and smelters 
after the voters of the state had adopt- 
ed a constitutional amendment author- 
izing such an ennttinent. 
An eight 


hour day had been generally granted 
at the mines, and tlie. Western Federa- 
tion of Miners det"i mined to enforce 
the same in mills and f melters. Strikes 
were inaugurated last June at the 
emelters in Denver and the mills in 
Colorado City, and early in August 
4,000 miners in the Cripple Creek dis- 
trict were ordered by the officers of 
the federation to go on strike in sup- 
port of the demand for an eight hour 
day for mill and smelter employees, 
which had been refused by tho Ameri- 
can Smelting and Kefining company 
and the United States Reduction and 
Refining company.

The Woods Invest- 
ment company continued to operate 
the Gold Coin and other mines, ship- 
ping to its own mill, but under pres- 
sure from the Mine Owners' associa- 
tion this company has locked out all 
its union miners. Several companies 
are operating their mines with nonun- 
ion men. 


Three weeks' after the inauguration 


of the strike two men were murderous- 
ly assaulted by unknown men. Gov- 
ernor Peabody then sent troops to the 
camp in response to a request from the 
Mine Owners' association, which repre- 
sented that many of the strikers would 
return to work if guaranteed protec- 
tion. No violence has occurred since 
the soldiers took the field, but there 
have been many sensational incidents 
resulting from the actions of the mili- 
tary in making arrests and disregard- 
ing the civil authorities. Although mar- 
tial law has not^been declared, more 
than a dozen miners, including all the 
members of the executive committee in 
charge of the strike, have been incar- 
cerated in the guardhouse. 


Three thousand business men and 


citizens of Victor^ sent a petition to 
Governor Peabody for the recall of the 


e'rno'r refused, saying 


to the business men, "The militia will 
stay in the strike T-egion until I am 
satisfied it Is not needed." 


In addition to the troubles in Cripple 


Creek mining has been almost entirely 
suspended in the Telhiride and Ophir 
districts, where abbut 1,500 miners and 
mill men were called out ia ordar to 
enforce demands for an eight hour' 
day. Hundreds of strikers have left 
the state.—Denver Cor.

Breaking a Calm

When we reached the equator in the 


brig Tornado, bound from Liverpool 
around the Horn, we cxpwted to flnd 
a period of calms, and no one was sur- 
prised when we lost the winds and lay 
like a log on the water for five suc- 
cessive days. Then the five days be- 
came seven—eight—ten. 


On the afternoon of the tenth day 


the captain ordered three bouts down 
to tow the brig to the eastward. The 
idea was at flrst hailed with satisfac- 
tion, but after we had labored for an 
hour without seeming to have moved 
the ship as much as a hundred feet 
the men, refused to do another stroke 
of work. 


At midnight of the fourteenth day a 


few cutspnws began playing about and 
sail was trimmed to catch them, but 
the brig had no more than got steerage 
way when it fell a flat calm again. 


From the first day of the calm wo 


had visitors in the shape of sharks. 
There were only two or three on the 
first day, 
but after that we could al- 


ways count a dozen at least. But for 
the presence of these monsters the 
men could have found some relief 
from the heat in the water. On the fif- 
teenth day, after a long spell of box 
hauling the yards about to catch the 
puffs which had no weight in them, 
the carpenter announced that he was 
going to cool off alongside if it cost 
him his life. 


Some of the men had gone below 


and some were lying about wherever 
they could find shade when he went 
over the bows. I was seated on the 
heel of the bowsprit, where I got a bit 
of air as the ship rose and fell on the 
glassy ground swell, and was the only 
one aboard who witnessed tbe tragedy. 
Before dropping into the water the 
man looked about him. The dorsal fins 
of ten or twelve sharks were cutting 
the water, and he must have fully re- 
alized the risk he was about to run. 
I furthermore called his attention to it. 
but he growled out something about 
my minding my own business and 
made a dive from the rail. 


Every shark's fin went out of sight 


in an instant, and I thought the man 
would never rise to the surface. He 
came up after a few minutes, however, 
and swam off to a distance of about a 
hundred feet. He was treading water 
and brushing his long hair out of his 
eyes when I saw a flash of white in tbe 
water near him. and next instant he 
was pulled down. He uttered but one 
cry and threw up his arms. 


Fifteen seconds after he was pulled 


down an enormous shark broke water 
with the unfortunate man in his jaw. 
For a full minute the voracious fish 
circled about on the surface, with his 
victim kicking and struggling, and 
then he disappeared into the depths to 
be seen no more. Several of the men 
came running forward in response to 
my shouts, but nothing was to be seen 
except a few ripples on the surface. 


That night a queer thing happened. 


It was a clear moonlight night, and^at 
midnight the man on lookout awoke 
from a stolen nap to find a derelict 
close aboard. ,The whole crew 'was
